The wri- 
iter is Superintendant of the Alachua Mission on 
ithe 'Tallahasse District : 
| * Dear Brother Capers :—TI am ruined !—While 
engaged in my labors in the Alachua mission, f 
received a letter bearing awful tidings. It inform- 
ed me that the Indians had murdered my family! 
[ set out for home, hoping that it might not prove 
as bad as the letter stated, but O my God, it is, 
if not worse. My prefious children, Lorick, 
Pierce, and Elizabeth, were killed and burned up 
in the house. My dear wife was shot, stabbed 
and stamped, seemingly to death, in the yard.— 
But after the wretches went to pack up their 
plunder, she revived and crawled off from the 
scene of death, to suffera thousand deaths during 
the dreadful night which she spent alone by the 
side of a pond, bleeding at four bullet holes and 
more than halfa dozen stabs—three gashes to the 
bone on her head and three stabs through the ribs 
besides a. number of smaller cuts and bruises. 
She is yet living—and O help me to pray that she 
may still live. My negroes lay dead all about 
the yard and woods, and my every thing else 
burned to ashes. Pray for me. 
My family was on a short visit to my father-in- 
law, for the purpose of having some mas oo sent 
from our plantation to our temporary res 
in the hiked: and during this brief period the 
awful catastrophe took place.

And 
perhaps the avoidance of this evil is never more tm- 
portant than when we are called to deal with those 
members of a church who are supposed to have done 
amiss. It becomes us in such cases, especially, to 
set prejudice aside, and to treat all our brethren ex- 
actly alike. It is indeed true, that we may lawfully 
feel more attached to some of our fellow-Christians 
than toothers. Weare more acquainted with some, 
than we are with others; and some are really more 
worthy of our love than othersare. But when we are
